"At tbo "War Industries Board, it was 


stated that seven of the biast furnaces 
ot leading steelmakers woose outputs 
nave beea g;oing into war steel have 
neve been hanked because of lack of 
by-product coke. Elsewhere the in- 
formation was obtainable tbat the by- 
product coke situation has been reme- 
died for immediate 
effect and that 


steps are underway to push the prod- 
uct of beehive coke. 
This all goes 


back to the problem ot sotting coal 
for cofce, particularly for Use by-prod- 
uct plants. 


"Among the derelQpxE£nts whicb 


tend to indicate relief of coke pro- 
ducers and consumers are these: De- 
cision of the railroad admintetratkm 
to use otber grades of co.il, releasing 
nearly 3,000.000 tons of by-product 
coal for coke purposes: rerating by 
the Railroad AdminJstra-lon ot the 
car allotments to the Yfjrious coal 
mines served by individual lines. 


"The railroads have bten burning 


largo tonnages of coal best adapted 
to consumption in. by-product ovens. 
The plans now under way ^ontenrplate 
cessation of this practice, thus provid- 
ing about 3,000,000 tons of coal which 
may be used for production of coke, 
toluol, ammonia, and otbtr materials 
highly essential to the w.ir program. 
It is said the pressure be us brought 
to bear by U>e "War Industries Board i 
particularly ID favor o£ cose tor stoel 
mating, by the War Dcp-irtment for 
toluol and other explosive elements 
_and by the Fuel Adtrnnii-tration for 
general relief of the entire program, 
will bring Director Geneial McAdoo 
into foil view of the situation. 


"The coking coal problem is said to 


ht70 originated when the railroads, 
through the good offices of John Skel- 
ton Williams, fought for clrcaper coal 
for the railroads which resulted ia a 
general cut of 10 cents per ton for 
everybody, the 
railroads included. 


But the coking coal difficulties' have 
been increasing as rapidiy is new by-, 
product plants have been pat in oper- 
ation. So essential is the output of 
these orens that the "War Itopartment 
Ins seen fit to invest mo icy in the 
construction of new by-product ovens. 


"Officials interested in the coke pro- 


gram are almost unanimous in the 
opinion that the plan, if curried out. 
will solve many of the by-product 
problems. But another thing the "V7ar 
Industries Board desires, is an in-1 
creased outj»t from beehive ovens, i 
Efforts are being made by toe various 
branches to assure increasi d produc- 
tion by Connellsville ovens and to 
this end authorities again h.Lve sought 
the cooperation of the Railroad Ad- 
ministration. Adequate cars, it is em- 
phasized, will give ample ix>al for a 
steady byproduct coke outont which 
in turn will keep the Iron furnaces In 
blast, steel mills, rolling and finished 
war materials moving steadily to the 
front in France. 


"The 
Railroad 
Administration, 


through its car service scctirra. appar- 
ently has awakened to the fact that 
something Is wrong with it; car rat- 
Ing schedules! for the mines. Opera- 
tors have- protested, objected 
and 


kicked vigorc-asly tbat they have not i 
been getting ample car supply. The | 
administration has insisted fiat it has i 
more than supplied the cars required, j 
Developments now lend to t-how that j 
both have been right—and both have 
been wrong. 


"Under the old rating plan many of 


thft mines have increased the r output, 
thus requiring more cars Uian have 
beea furnished. 
On toe other hand, 


the output of some mines has been de- 
clining and the car supply in this case 
has been tar in ezcess oj demands. 
KOTV it is reported the rating plan is 
to be revised aad toe apport^nmenta 
made more equitably. If this actually 
is done, government official: believe 
the coal and coke problems vill. In a 
measure, be well on toward satisfac- 
tory solution."

had long been the envy of the German 
aristocracy, became a republic i 


"The downfall of tne Rustlon em- 


pire was brought about by England 
because she feared that tho czar wag 
about to make a separate peace," the 
kaiser commented to me. "As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, neither tho czar 
nor his Kovernment ever approached 
us on that subject, and when England 
overthrew the Russian monarchy phe 
defeated her very purpose. With the 
czar on the throne Russia -would prob- 
ably have yone on flghUnff us." 


Although the kaiser bore no partlcn- 


lar love for the czar, whom he wa*i 
fighting, he had no desire to convert 
the empire Into a democracy, and his 
bitterness toward England for what 
he thought \\as her part in the estab- 
lishment of the Russian republic was 
very pronounced. 


When, a f ew months later, the abdi- 


cation of this czar was followed by the 
abdication of King Constentlne of 
Greece, the kaiser sustained another 
blow which hurt hl»n more tban the 
defeat of one of his armies would 
nave done, 


"They are trying to force their rot- 


ten form of democratic government on 
Greece," he declared fiercely. "Tbs 


they have treated my poor sister, 


the queen of Greece, is a shame and a 
disgrace. They talk about our Inva- 
sion of Belgium, but their actions In 
Greece are infinitely worse, I have 
studied the English people for twenty- 
five years, aad they always try to 
cover their acts with religion and the 
talk of beneats to civilization and hu- 
manity, but, hypocrites that they arc, 
they continue to grab all they can get 
their hands on just the samel" 


The fact that Greece had a treaty 


with Serbia which required her to take 
up arms if Serbia were attacked and 
that sho had failed to meet her obli- 
gations in ibat respect wus naturally 
of no significance to the kaiser, to 
whom treaties were but scraps of pa- 
per. 


The keynote of tbe kaiser's military 


program lay in tie fact that he real- 
ized that it was necessary for him to 
win In order to hold his throne. I feel 
quite sure that If the allies were wil- 
ling to concede to Germany all the ter- 
ritory she has conquered—Belgium, 
Serbia, Poland, Houraanln, Ilnssla and 
part .of France, and restore all her col- 
onies, upon condition that the kaiser 
step down from the throne, he would
